STORM SAVED MANY. 

Normally, the theater has had 
every seat filled at that hour and 
nearly 2000 persons was its capa- 
city. The same unprecedented 
anowfall which brought death to 
the venturesome few, kept many 
at home. Street-car traffic had 
been abandoned in the streets and 
sidewalks were all but impassable. 

There has not been time for 
official inquiry as to the cause of 
the disaster. The ruins disclose, 
however, that the mass of steel- 
held concrete that formed the roof 
had come wn. The crash swept 
the suppo from under the bel- 
cony apparently, and this hinged 
down at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees adding to the tangled wreck 
age on the floor below. 


BLOWN TO SAFETY. 


There is only one survivor thus 
far who has told ot having heard 
that warning and seen the first 
powdery handful of snow sift down 
over the head of the orchestra lead- 
er in time to escape. From his 
seat on thé main floor, he raced 
for the doors at the back. A blast 
of air expelled as the roof came 
down, hurled him out through the 
doorway to safety. 

Most of the bodies were recov- 
ered from the floor of the pit be- 
neath the wreckage of the balcony 
or from the front of the balcony. 
Persons on the main floor had 
grouped themselves just below the 
front of the balcony. They were 
far enough back to see well and 
most of the front and back rows 
were empty. 


FEW COULD ESCAPE. 

At the point they had chosen, 
the danger proved to be double. 
Few of those seated there could 
have escaped. Even if the falling 
concrete slabs afta steel work of 
the roof missed them, the balcony 
front came dogin on the first 
wreckage with crushing weight. 
The gleaming brass rail of the 
balcony front lay spread over the 
wreckage of the roof fifteen feet 
below when rescuers reached the 
scene. 

All those farther back on the 
main floor probably escaped. The 
beams that supported the back end 
of the balcony did not let go their 
clutch on the wall. The wide 
aweep of seats they supported tilted 
down until the wreckage below 
took the weight of the front and 
then stood covering the back rows 
of the main floor like a tent. 


GREAT BEAMS TWISTED. 

The front rows of the balcony 
were ground to a twisted mass. 
There was no wood in the struc- 
ture. It was all steel and con- 


crete, but the enormous weight of 


the balcony was sufficient to wind 
the tertured beams into fantastic 
shapes.

ADVENTUROUS CAREER. 


The death of Sir Ern Shack - 
leton cut short an expediti which 
in some respects promised to be 
the most notable of the dauntless 
e«plorer's career. The voyage was 
to have covered 30,000 miles of 
uncharted sections of the South- 
ern Atlantic and the Pacific Ant- 
arctic seas.

The Quest was flying A 
Union Jack which King George 
presented to Sir Ernest. The ex- 
plorer was.to have returned it 
when he came back. But, instead, 
it prebably will drape his casket. 

Following a brief stop at Piym- 
outh, where wireless equipment 
was installed, the Quest set Sal 
for Madéira. The first omen of 
an ill-fated voyage came when the 
discovery ship 

The 
Quest finally limped into Lisbon, 
where it dropped anchor for re- 


pairs.

Sir Ernest Shackleton was born 
in Kildare, Ireland, in 1874.

But in four years he had qualified 
as second and for the following 
Year as firet mate. 

From this time the intrepid 
Irishman's rise to prominence was 
meteoric. He was perhaps at the 
zenith of his career in 1909, just 
‘following the two-year éXpedition 
which had taken him within 
ninety-seven miles of the south 
pole. He was decorated by crowned 
heads and made an honorary 
member of virtually evefy notable 
geographical sociéty in the world. 
From 1910 to 1912 he made a 
lecture tour throughout Europe 
and America. He was knighted 
in 1909. 

Shackleton's second Aftarétic 
expedition started shortly after 
the outbreak of the war—the ad- 
miralty considered it more im- 
portant than services he could ren- 
der in fighting—and lasted two 
years. During this voyage Bir 
Ernest gained the plaudits of the 
world in reacuing members of his 
Grew who had been marooned on 
Eiphant Island.

LAY UP TREASURES ON 

EARTH, BUT IN HEAVEN.

Just before Rasmussen 
boarded the Willpolo he noted the 
lumber steamer Pacific displaying 
tug signals. The pilot boarded the 
Willpolo and instructed Mr. Jack- 
son to proceed to the Pacific and 
tell her captain to bring his craft 
inside the breakwater. On her 
way to the Pacific the pilot boat 
became engulfed in the heavy sea, 


„ Gilled with water and sank. 


Crews in small boats from the 
battleship Tennessee proceeded to 
the spot and battled the heavy 
beas until dark in a futile attempt 
to find the missing man or his 
boat. Mr. Jackson leaves a widow 
and two children. 


The steamer Pacific, inbound 
from Seattle with a cargo of lum- 
ber for the local port, sustained a 
broken tail-shaft when twenty 
miles from the Ios Angeles Har- 
bor breakwater late yesterday and 
floundered about in a helpless con- 
dition in the heavy seas. 

The Navy destroyer Renshaw. 
bound from Los Angeles Harbor 
to San Diego towed the helpless 
craft to a point off the breakwater 
and left her at the request of the 
captain of the Pacific. Her signals 
for a tug caused the pilot boat to 
start on its fatal cruise.

SNOW AND SLEET. 

Snow and sleet fell in Pasadena 
and Altadena early in the day, 
changing later to rain. The col 
weather accompanying the storm 
caused s0 a consumption of 
gas as to practically exhaust the 
supply and to cause many resi- 
dents of the Crown City to suffer 
from the cold. 

At San . Bernardino the heaviest 
snow in thirty years fell over the 
city and valley. The snow meas- 
ured from one to three inches. The 
temperature did not rise above 37 
deg. and hundreds of citizens en- 
gaged in snow frolics. The storm 
was general throughout the coun- 
ty and the snow for a short time 
ciung to the orange trees, pre- 
senting a very unusual sight. A 
foot of snow at the mouth of Ca- 
jon Pass has halted automobile 
traffic. The snowstorm is the sev- 
enth in thirty years, the record 
fall being in January, 1882, when 
the county was blanketed with 
twelve inches of “the beautiful.” 

Practically the same weather 
conditions as reported from Fan 
Rernardino prevailed throughout 
Riverside county, where it is re- 
ported snow in sufficient quantities 
to cover the ground fell all over 
the district and to Perris. eighteen 
miles east.

SUICIDE HINT IN MYSTERY. 


Autopsy Gives Officers Clew in Gray Death Case on 
Which They Base Possible New Theory. 


Did Harvey Gray, Santa Monica 
automobile salesman, who was 
found dead slumped over in the 
seat of his car pulled up at the 
side of a lonely road at Twenty- 
first street and Central avenue, 
Santa Monica, early Saturday 
morning, send the bullet from the 
automatic revolver found clutched 
tightly in his hand, crashing into 
his brain? Did he carefully set 
the scene so that it would appear 
that he d been killed by hold- 
up men ter a desperate battle, 
and then end his life? 

This new theory of the manner 
in which Gray came to his death 
was evolved yesterday by the Dis 
trict Attorney's office and the Bay 
City police after County Autopsy 
Surgeon A. F. Wagner found in 
a post-morten conducted during 
the morning that the bullet which 
ended Gray's life was identical 
with those found in the chamber 
of the automatic revolver he held 
in his hand. Powder burns found 
ſust beneath the skin indicate, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wagner. that the 


‘| gun was pressed tightly against the 


side of the head when fired. The 
bullet entered just over his right 
ear, caromed off his skull and 
penetrated his brain before it 
lodged. just beneath the skin back 
of the left ear. 

The police also found that the 
only one of the three bullets fired 
through the windshield from in 
front of the car which lodged in 
the body of the automobile was 
also similar to those used in Gray's 
own gun. His billfold, found a few 
feet behind the car where it had 
apparently been dropped by high- 
waymen in their haste to get away 
after robbing him, had contained 
nothing of value, his son believes. 

The suici theory is strength- 
ened, acco: ing to the police, by 
the fact that an unexploded bul- 
let, different from those in his gun, 
but @milar to the ones fotnd on 
the ground in front of the ma- 
chine, which apparently were fired 
into the car from another gun, was 
found in his hip pocket.
